If the morale of the German 
armies suddenly cracks, then every- 
thing is possible and everything per- 
missable.

PARIS, Wednesday, July 
Overcoming the resistance which ev- 
ery day becomes firmer, the French, 
American and British troops fight- 
ing the Germans in_ the pocket 
which pushed the French line to- 
ward the Marne, are slowly but res- 
olutely advancing. Guns have been 
brought up and both groups of bel- 
ligerents are fighting now not only 
with infantry but also artillery. The 
allied heavy guns, together with the 
light American guns, placed upon 
armored lorries, are continually 
pounding the roads and _ railroads 
behind the enemy lines and disturb- 
ing all traffic.’ So effective has this 
bombardment been for more than a 
week that not a single train has been 
able to leave Soissons in any direc- 
tion. 

The same condition applies to road 
traffic—automobiles, lorries, troops 
and guns—on the national Chateau- 
Thierry-Soissons road. This road is 
Ludendorff's main artery for ah 
eventual retreat. For several days 
he has had to give up using the thor- 
oughfare, and troops, constantly be- 
ing rushed forward to stem the al- 
lied advance, have to use a small, 
badly built road running through a 
hilly, wooded region. 


Airplanes Always Busy. 

Even then they are subject to a 
heavy, murderous bombardment by 
the allied heavy guns and airplanes. 
These latter are in the air every 
chance the weather affords them. 
Heavy machines reconnoitre the 
country behind the lines, blow up 
munition depots, attack troops on the 
march and trains:on the _tracks.. 
The smaller, lighter chasing ma- 
chines are kept busy fighting the 
Germangscouting machines, while 
others acting in close liaison with the 
infantry, fly low and scatter death 
among the resisting enemy. 

In face of fierce resistance offered, 
the French cavalry, which for two 
days had taken part in the battle, 
charging che enemy guns and troops, 
had to part with their horses and are 
fighting as infantry men. The 
French horse poilus though unused 
to this sort of war, are, nevertheless 
showing themselves to be as good in- 
fantrymen as cavalrymen. Their 
handling of the rifle and machine 
gun on the open battleficid is just as 
clever as their use of lance and 
sword. 

The ground left by the Germans 
is one scene of desolation. Every- 
thing is wrecked and ruined, with 
German bodies lying about, which 
the allies are now burying. What 
was once a pleasant, smiling vil- 
lage wood is now one mass of tree

FRENCH OFFICER TELLS 
OF CONFUSION AMONG 
ENEMY TROOPS IN RETREAT 


Declares to Correspondent He Saw Officers 
Beating Men Back Into Position With Clubs 
W hen Shells Scattered Them.

AT THE FRENCH FRONT, July 
26.—Yesterday the French made an 
advance of sevéral miles from Chat- 
alet Wood to Beauvardes, but had 
before them to the north an island 
of resistance strongly defended by 
machine guns and some artillery in 
Bruieres, which had to be reduced 
before another advance. 

From an observation post that 
gave a good view yesterday an 
amazing. spectacle was witnessed of 
local German demoralization, whioh 
I can repeat with confidence, be- 
cause it was told me by a French of- 
ficer who witnessed it. French 
shells were observed falling among 
the German troops. Each time a 
shell fell they bolted for cover. Four 
or five times the officer saw men 
being beaten back into position by 
officers with clubs. 

When a flank attack was decided 
on the Germans were absolutely con- 
fident De Goutte was incapable of 
making an attack, though they ap- 
pear to have believed Mangan con- 
templated an offensive.

Dr. John L. Roemer, president of 
Lindenwood College, a school for 
young women at St. Charles, today 
made it known that the large sums 
of money bequeathed to the college 
by the late James Gay Butler and his 
wife would have gone to the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, but for persuasion 
by the late Dr. Samuel J: Niccolls, 
for many years pastor of the Second 
Presbyterian Church. 

Butler ‘by donation and will gave 
$350,000 to the college and Mrs. 
Butler's will, filed a few days ago, 


gives it an additional $1,000,000 from 


the residue of ther estate and from 
two trust funds executed in 1916 and 
1917. 

Dr. Roemer said it had been under- 
stood by intimate friends, for many 
years, that Col. Butler wished to 
leave the bulk of his fortune for 
educational purposes and that he 
seriously considered leaving it to the 
University of Michigan, of which 
he was a graduate. Dr. Niccolls, 
president of the Lindenwood Col- 
lege Board, used much persuasion to 
convince him that it would be better 
to bestow benefactions on Linden-

company had not given us our reasonable 
demand, for they were after an increase 
in fares and could better secure them after 
a strike, which would bring the affair to 
the attention of the Government.

that the development of airplanes and airplane 
engines runs along lines somewhat distinct from 
and independent of the lines of automobile and 
automobile engine development.

CASUALTIES IN THE MAENE OFFENSIVE. 

The infantile condition of the Kaizerized mind 
finds an instructive reflection in the kind of 
stuff continually fed to it about the American 
army in France. The U-boats were to have pre- 
vented any sizeable army from ever reaching 
Europe, but on discovering in a very practical 
sense that some 200,000 Americans have already 
been mixed up in the victorious offensive north- 
ward of the Marne, they are being killed off just 
as promptly as they were stopped from crossing 
the Atlantic. It is “Our concentric annihilation 
fire” which “‘particularly” searches out the Amer- 
icans, and “at many parts mountains of Ameri- 
can corpses towered before our line.” 

Our casualty lists as published are commonly 
a week or more behind the facts. They have not 
yet begun to reflect the cost of the victorious ad- 
vance which began a week ago today.

But when it is said that up to now 
the number of unwounded prisoners taken ex- 
ceeds the total casualties of the allied troops, we 
are probably within measurable distance of the 
truth. It accords with the surprise nature of the 
attack, which in number of guns taken alone is 
shown to have been the most overwhelming on 
so great a scale that the allies have carried out 
since the war began.

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MAN POWER FOR THE FARMS. 
Agriculture has contributed its due share of 


man power to the army—perhaps no more, cer- 
tainly no less. 

Other industries that have contributed man 
power to army have recruited man power 
from the farms. 

Despite this disturbance, the farmers this year 
increased their production over last year, which 
was an increase over the year before; they have 
worked more days and more hours and have put 
their families at work; women have labored in 
the fields while their babies slept in the shade of 
nearby trees; many country children have labored 
while many city children have played. 

The farmers cannot continue to increase pro- 
duction in the volume needed and at the same 
time send more man.power to the army and the 
city industries. It would not be fair to require 
it, if it were possible to accomplish it. 

The only source of labor is the useless service of 
the cities—ablebodied men employed for luxury 
or mere convenfence and at tasks which women 
can perform. 

The crops are not all gathered; next year’s 
crops are to be considered; food production must 
not fail. 

What are we going to do about it? 

Chambers of commerce, men of affairs, city 
leaders are asked to confer with the State Agri- 
cultural College or write to the United States 
Department of Agriculture.

It took nine torpedoes and a whole fleet of 
submersibles to sink the 32,000-ton liner Justicia.

Everybody 
who has seen the Americans fight applauds their ef- 
fectiveness, and the Germans who have tackled us 
have found us a nut they can’t crack. The French 
say our boys stand their ground. Others say they 
fight like wildcats. Nobody over there says they are 
deficient in anything, which we know they are not. 

**Gen. Greene recalls that Mr. Baker said we were 
not prepared for the war when it came and that he 
was glad of it. This makes the General mad, and he 
finally predicts that when the ghosts of American 
boys sent into the battle without adequate training 
begin to haunt Mr. Baker’s sleep our pacific Secre- 
tary of War shall regret he ever said or thought any 
such thing.

ing suits I shall only describe 
a costume suitable and comfortable 
for swimming and will not touch on 
the unlimited number of designs and 
materials that can be used by those 
who “don’t go near the water.” 
THEY can wear anything that the 
beach allows, so I shall try to de- 
scribe to you a little bathing suit 
that I have worn for years that is 
both smart and comfortable, and 
easy to make at home. 

In swimming one must have per- 
fect freedom and the fewer “trap- 
pings’’ the better. First of all, I get 
a one-piece bathing suit, generally 
of cotton, to which I have stockings 
attached; that is, they are sewn on 
the bottom on the trunks, and if the 
ordinary length hose seems teo short, 
one can buy ‘‘opera lengths.’’ This 
makes a sort of “Annette Keller- 
man” suit and does away with gar- 
ters, and the usual difficulty of keep- 
ing stockings up in the water. Also 
there is no break between the shoul- 
ders and feet, nothing to come apart, 
and no bloomers, which I find weigh 
terribly when wet, and fill with air 
when you dive. 

Over this I have a simple little 
coat-like suit that buttons all the 
way down the front, the waist and 
skirt being attached, of course, with 
as little trimming and decoration as 
possible. The neck is cut V-shaped 
back and front, and I find it is ad- 
visable to do without sleeves, be- 
cause they are apt to pull in swim- 
ming, and chafe one’s arms. 

I always have some sort of turned- 
back collar in the neck, back and 
front, and a wide bias fold for the 
belt, giving a pretty line. 

The skirt should come just a lit- 
tle above the knee and can be scal- 
loped with a large scallop around the 
bottom. 

As there is so little trimming on 
this suit, a figured silk is sometimes 
more attractive than plain material 
and can be made with a plain black 
satin belt and collar, using large 
black satin buttons. The material 
should be of the lightest weight 
possible. Taffeta and satin make 
up very nicely, and there is a very 
dull silk similar to a pussy willow 
which is both light and durable, and 
seems to hold its color splendidly. 
This little coat arrangement for 
a bathing suit is most desirable be- 
cause, if swimming in private or on 
your own beach, you can so easily 
slip it off in the water and enjoy 
the undeniable pleasure of a swim 
in the one-piece bathing suit.

AS YOUR CHILD ADENOIDS OR ENLARGED TONSILS? 
H Is your child a mouth-breather? 
Does he snore in his sleep? 


of adenoids. 


Your child is struggling to get more air to his lungs than he can get with 
the passages stopped up. 

Take him to a doctor and have him examined for adenoids. 

Adenoids prevent his healthy development. 

Adenoids are mushy growths (like proud flesh) in the back of the nose, 
between the nose and the mouth cavity. 

They block up the nose and prevent proper breathing. They stop up the 
mouth of the tube that leads to the ear and produce deafness. 

They obstruct the nose and force the child to breathe through the mouth. 
This produces deformities of the palate and of the teeth. They prevent nat- 
ural, healthy growth of the child, because the air is not properly warmed, 
moistened and cleansed when breathed through the mouth. Thoy are a trap 
for microbes that may be absorbed in different parts of the body. When any 
of these symptoms develop, take the child to the doctor. The removal of the 
adenoid tissue will probably be necessary.

Does your child have frequent colds and sore throat? 

If so, look fox diseased or enlarged tonsils. These are Nature’s signs— 

Tonsils are glands located in the side walls of the mouth cavity; when 
enlarged or diseased, they produce frequent sore throat, impaired speeéS, 
deafness, and make the child especially sensitive to infections such as measleg, 
scarlet fever, rheumatism, diphtheria and heart disease.
